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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,6,10, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Eggert, Jr. (US 4,267,895 A). 

Eggert, Jr. discloses a hybrid vehicle comprising an engine 56 and motor 61 
(inherently with drive shafts) for driving wheels 76, an energy storage means or 
batteries 40, and an air diverting system 57 for diverting air to either the engine or motor 
for cooling, as shown in figures 1-7. Eggert further discloses intakes 66, 67 having 
grates that would filter out leaves and other large debris, further, conventional air 
intakes on vehicles have grates and screens in order to filter out bugs and debris. 

With respect to claim 1 1 , the method is inherently performed in the use of the 
apparatus of Buschhaus et al. in view of Ishida et al. recited above. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 2-4, 7-9, and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Eggert, Jr., as applied to claims 1 , 6, and 1 1 above, and further in 
view of Ishida et al. (US 5,705, 865 A). 

Eggert, Jr. does not disclose air as cooling around the motor windings, magnets, 
and rotor/stator. Ishida et al. discloses a motor that has a cooling chamber with airgap 
30 for allowing cooling air to reach the windings, magnets, and stator/rotor, as shown in 
figures 4. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to have provided the vehicle of Eggert, Jr. with the motor of Ishida et al. 
in order to cool the inside of the motor and prevent overheating. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/15/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the applicant's arguments concerning claims 1 , 6, and 1 1 , 
the term "filter" can be applied to anything that prevents passage of a specific article, 
including sound, gas, liquid, solids, light, etc. The front of a car grill filters large rocks 
and debris, further many vehicle have bug screens which further filter out bugs and 
smaller debris. Further, the use of air filters in the art of air handling is well known in the 
art and it would be obvious to include further filters for preventing smaller particles into 
the vehicle interior. With respect to the added limitation of the internal parts of the 
motor being cooled, as the outside of the motor is cooled the internal parts will as a 
result be cooled as well.
